THE TWO-THIRDS RULE 


"Resolved, that each state shall be 


entitled, in the nomination of a candi- 
date for the vice presidency to a num- 
ber of votes equal to the number to 
•which they will be entitled in the 
Electoral College under the new ap- 
portionment , in voting for president 
and vice president; and that two- 
thirds of the whole number of the 
votes in the convention shall be nec- 
essary to constitute a choice" 
That is the language -written out by 


President Andrew Jackson 100 years ago 
to prescribe a rule for the first Demo- 
cratic national convention held in the 
year when national conventions were 
inaugurated. 


Prior to that year candidates were 


placed in the field without formal action. 
Washington was twice made president 
•without opposition. He was not the choice 
of a party but selected by the electors 
who had been nominated by state legis- 
latures. In 1800 John Adams was placed 
in Tifmhiatitm -by a secret meeting of 
certain members of congress and Thomas 
Jefferson by an- equally secret-meeting of 
other members of congress." 


This system of congressmen nominat- 


ing candidates demonstrated its weak- 
ness when in 1820 congress was so over-- 
whelmingly of one party that James 
Monroe was elected president without a - 
contest. . _ 


As a ^matter of-fact the convention 


plan, was inspired by Henry Clay, Jack- 
son's deep and abiding "political enemy. 
He thought to undermine Jackson with, 
the people—and Old Hickory was very 
popular with, the masses—by inviting a 
more widespread interest and responsibil- 
ity in the selection of candidates. 


Combining qualities of autocracy with 


democracy, Jackson followed Clay's plan 
and' called a convention for the Demo- 
cratic party, but, having selected the po- 
sition of the presidency for himself, very 
jiighiiandedly directed the convention to 
merely choose a candidate for vice pres- 
ident. Why he originated the two-thirds 
rule may never be known. Often since 
it has plagued the Democratic party. At 
least on one occasion it gave the country 
a great president, Woodrow Wilson, and 
defeated Champ Clark who could never 
have carried the country through the 
war as capably as Wilson did_^l_" 


This first convenfionTwas^Iield in Bal- 


timore and it is" intereslinif ,tq "turn to a 
copy of a Baltimore- newspaper of that 
time and gather" its reported attitude to- 
ward this newrfeature of the' American 
political system: 


"The convention of Jackson "Nota- 
bles' who have gathered together at 
Baltimore to proclaim the high behest 
of the President touching the nest 
election commenced their labors on 
Monday. 
"The meeting was called to order 
by Mr. Sumner of New Hampshire who 
took the office upon TrimseTf for the 
reason, as he said, that the project of 
holding the convention originated in 
that sate. 
"There was a small mistake in-this 
assertion, since the convention was 
secretly arranged in another place, in 
the "White House by Jackson who 
sought to give it the appearance of a 
popular movement by having adher- 
ents in New Hampshire propose it. 
But that is of no consequence. As the _ 
convention is called to ratify the or- 
ders of General Jackson it is well that 
the organization should be military, 
and most of the convention officials 
are generals" 
Will the coming convention abrogate 


the two-thirds rule? Will it dare to set 
aside the precedent that has flourished for 
a hundred years? Will it pay obeisance 
as -usual to the great Jackson and erase 
the charter which he wrote for it? 


Many times it has threatened to do

ER'S FAULT 
For the past two years, writes 


our high school teacher reader, I 
have had between forty and fifty 
boys out every night for 'almost 
three months . . . 
Fi, £, th''s is scandalous! 
. . . and I believe every one of 


these boys is a better boy both-phy- 
sically and mentally, as a result of 
his bootball training . . . Before a 
boy gees out for football he must 
pass a rigid physical examination 
by ceritfied doctors as to his heart, 
lungs, teeth, feet and other physi- 
cal qualities. 


Then, in another issue Dr. Brady 
takes a slam at Algebra, saying it 
should- be replaced by Anatomy. 
Kbw I don't teach either and Tm 
not crying the benefits of Alge- 
bra, 'but I do ^believe that if Dr. 
Brady visited sbjre^of the' Biology 
classes in first class high schools 
he would find taught there a great 
deal of human anatomy and physi- 
ology ... CSnd of teacher's let- 
ter.) 


Yeah, and lots of sheer hooey, too. 
My slams at the farce the ele- 


mentary and high schools make of 
the teaching of health, hygiene, 
physiology and anatomy are in- 
tended for the high mucky-mucks, 
the state heads of the schools, the 
superintendents, the principals in 
some cases, and not the helpless 
teachers. I know a teacher must 
teach only what his or her super- 
iors direct and the teacher- departs 
from the syllabus only at the peril 
of Ms or her job.

All degrees of 
graft are concerned in the matter— 
petty graft in the purchase and sup 
ply department, regular or Yankee 
graft in the preference of certain 
lines of textbooks and other imped- 
imenta of the teaching business, 
and what a famous exponent of the 
art called legitimate graft on the 
part of distinguished citizens who 
hold honorary positions which en- 
ables them to bestow patronage, 
for which the recipients 
show gratitude in advance, 
ing you in advance is a 
Yankee custom. 


If the regular school physical ed- 
ucation instructor has unhampered 
charge of the training and coach- 
ing of the candidates for football, 
that is .indeed unique and com- 
mendable. As a rule the football
